fications thereby expreſlyprovided. And wheteas-, notwithſtanding of the ſaid Act ind Prohi- 
bition, divers perſons, Vintners and others, have, and ſtill continue to conttaveen {0 neceſſary 
and uſeful a Law, to the great contempt of Our Authority, expeaſe, and abuſe of Out Leidges, 
contrair to the deſign and intent thereof, Therefore, We with Advice of Our Privy Conncil, 
Do hereby Ordaia the ſaid Act of Parliament to be put in full and vigorous execution againſt the 
Contraveeners, conform to the tenor thereof in all points. And to the end that all perſons may 
. . be fully certiorate of this Our Royal Pleaſure, We hereby Ordain the ſaid AR of Parliameot to 
be of new printed, and ſubjoyned hereto, and publiſhed in manner undere written. And therefore, Our Will is, and We Charge

UR SOVERAIGN LORD, Confidering the * hurt and prejudice, ariſing to this Kingdom, by the ſupeifluous 

i expence beſtowed at Matriages, Baptiſms, and Burials, For tepreſſing of which abuſe in time com ng, His Maje ſty 

; with Advice and Conſent of His Eſtates of Parliament, Does Statute and Ordain, That Marriages, Baptiſms, and 

Burials, ſhall be ſolemnized, an gone about, in ſober, and decent manner, And that at Marriages, beſides the 
23 married perſons, their Patente, Ch ldtren, Brothers, and Siſters, an the Family wherein they live, There ſhall not 

en be preſent at any Contract of Marriage, or { u- are, or meet upon occaſion thereof, above tour Friends on either fide, 

with their ordinary domeſtick Servants, and that neither Bride-groom, nor Bride, nor their Parents, or Relations, Tutors, or Cura- 

tors for them, and to their uſe, ſhall make above two changes ot Raiment at that time, or upon that occaſion, Certitying ſuch 

perſons as ſhall contraveen, if they be Langel pe ſons, They ſhall be lyable in the tourth part of their yearly valued Rent, and thoſe 

who are not Landed Perſons, in the fou th part of their Moveables, Burgeſſes according to their Cond. tion and Means, not exceed- 

, ing five hundred Merks Scots, and mean Cra'ts-men an 4 Servants, not exceeding one hundred Merks : Add it there ſhall be any 
greater number of perſons than aforeſaid,in any Houſe, or Inn, within Burgh, or Suburbs thereof, or within two Miles of the ſame, . 

f where Penny» Weddings are made, Thar the Miſter of the Houſe, ſhall be Fined in the Sum of five hundred Merks Scots. And 

it is Statute and Ordained, That at Baptiiſms, upon that occaſion, beſides the Parents, Children, Brothers, and Siſters, and thoſe 

| of the Family, there ſhall not be prefent above tour Witneſſes, And Futther His Ma'e#y, with Conſent toreſaid, Statutes and 

Ordains, That there ſhall not be invited to Burials, any greater number of perſons than thoſe following, vis. To the Burial of 

* Noblemen, and Biſhops, and their Wives, not above one hundred Noblemen and Gentlemen: To the Burial of a Baron of Quali- 

ty, not above Sixty, and other Landed Gentlemen, not above Thirty. And that the Mou ners at the Burials of Nobtemen; and 

Biſhops, and their Ladies, do not exceed Thirty, and at the Byrials of Privy. Counſellors, Lords of Seſſion, Barons, Provoſts of 

Y . and their Wives, the number of Mou ners do not exceed Twenty tour, And at the Burials of all other Landed Gentlemen, 
m 8 within Burgh, they do not exceed the number of Twelve. And Prohibits, and Diſcharges the uſing, or carrying of any 

| Om 5 1 other Honours, at Burials, except only the eight Branches to be upon the Pale, or upon the Coffin, where there 

MAT "wh under the foreſ1ids penalties reſpectve, in caſe they contraveen. And it is Statute, and Ordained, That chere be no 

durning Cloꝛks uſed at Burials, nor at any other time, under the pain of One l undred pounds Scots.
